NOTE: The amendement vMKK change the independent claim (claim 1 ) to rejPe a limitation not previously present in 
the claims. The new limitation would require that the injected virus is capable of selectively replicating in tumor cells. Therefore, the 
proposd amendment raises new issues that would require further search and consideration and the amendment has not been entered.
